Hollywood 
Gets Pitch- 
Slapped 


A woman directed the No. 1 
film of the week, and 

the movie industry is being 
investigated for sexism. 

That’s gonna leave a mark.

IT WASN'T SUPPOSED TO HAPPEN THIS WAY. Mad Max: Fury 
Road, the testosterone-fueled postapocalyptic turbo ride, was 
destined to rule last weekend’s box office. Why? Its biggest 
competitor was a “girl movie” directed by actress Elizabeth 
Banks, who had never steered a film before. Instead Max 
got trounced by the Barden Bellas: Pitch Perfect 2 pulled in 
$69 million and took the top spot. Just like that, Banks became 
the second female director this year to open a movie at No. 1. 
(Sam Taylor-Johnson did it in February with Fifty Shades of 
Grey.) “The first film flew under the radar, and it was a gift,” 
Banks told EW months before the movie opened. “This time 
around, there are much higher stakes.” 

Higher than she could have anticipated. Ever since the film 
business began, women have been consistently under- 
represented as directors. Despite strides in gender equality 
in the studio-executive ranks, only one woman in history, 
Kathryn Bigelow (The Hurt Locker), has won an Oscar for 
directing, and according to the most recent statistics from 
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News & Notes 


the Directors Guild of America, only 
13.8 percent of its members are female. 
In all these decades, and increasingly in 
the past 10 years, industry insiders, jour- 
nalists, and female directors themselves 
have been trying to unravel why that is. 
Then, on May 12, three days before PP2 
opened, the American Civil Liberties 
Union announced that it has spent two 
years examining the film industry for 
alleged gender discrimination in its hir- 
ing practices, particularly when it comes 
to directors. It has urged three govern- 
ment employment agencies to continue 
this effort. “I’m very hopeful they will 
take it on,” says Ariela Migdal, a senior 
staff attorney at the ACLU. 

Ironically, we’ve seen signs in the past 
few months that the cracks in Holly- 
wood’s gender ceiling may finally be 
widening. Selma director Ava DuVernay is 
in contention to direct Black Panther for 
Marvel. If hired, she would be the studio’s 
first female director. Indie filmmaker 
Leigh Janiak (Honeymoon) has signed on 
to co-write and direct a remake of The 
Craft. And when director Michelle 
MacLaren (Game of Thrones) left Warner 
Bros.” Wonder Woman movie, the studio 
replaced her with another woman, Patty 
Jenkins (Monster). “Change is in the air,” 
says DuVernay. “The first step to any 
movement is awareness. Then conviction. 
Then strategy. Then action. All that is 
happening. And it’s a positive thing.” 

But if the first problem is women being 
hired, the second problem—and the more

difficult one to combat—is the kinds of 
movies they are hired to make. Most 
female filmmakers who are working are 
making low-budget indies and documen- 
taries, not major studio tentpoles. The 
ACLU report noted that only 1.9 percent 
of the 100 top-grossing movies in the past 
two years were directed by women. “I 
think we all know it’s a different game if 
you're a dude,” says Janiak. “The big hur- 
dle women filmmakers need to make now 
is moving from this indie space to where 
we can make these big-budget movies.” 

And that may be trickier than it seems, 
says director Maria Giese (Hunger), who 
first approached the ACLU about the issue 
two years ago. After all, it’s easier to get a 
job if you don’t cost much. But if you don’t 
cost much, you're diminishing your own 
value. “If they don’t have to pay you or pay 
you much, they will hire you,” she says. 
“Money is the barrier.” 

The success of Pitch Perfect 2 certainly 
helps the cause, even if it doesn’t quite 
solve the persistent (and sexist) percep- 
tion that women are best at making mov- 
ies targeted only at women: a sort of 
pretty rom-com ghetto that assumes 
women won't buy tickets to, say, Avengers: 
Age of Ultron. But Hollywood may be 
evolving on that idea, too. “We do have a 
wider scope, and there is a giant female 
audience waiting to be tapped,” says 
Janiak. Now female directors just need to 
make sure they deliver. “We've got to cre- 
ate great stuff, too,” she says. “It’s also on 
us.” (Additional reporting by Tim Stack)

begin dive-bombing tourists. This is where Marty comes in. 

Pratt’s character, Owen, a behavioral researcher studying 
raptors on the island, is tackled by one of the flying CG mammals 
and has to fight the creature off while Claire, the park’s 
operations manager (played by Bryce Dallas Howard), looks on 
in horror. Marty, a professional stuntman, is standing in for said 
dinosaur, which is how he ends up being roughed up by a hunky 
Star-Lord. “I launched him and he hit his head and he started 
bleeding all over the place,” Pratt recalls 10 months later. 
“What a nightmare, Marty!” Pratt laughs and offers a tip for 
audiences when they watch the final film. “When you cut to my 
eyes and the terror you see? It’s real!” 

To say Chris Pratt’s life right now is unreal is an understate-

ment. In the past nine months, the 35- 
year-old star has shot to the top of casting 
lists thanks to the supersize success of last 
summer’s sci-fi spectacular Guardians of 
the Galaxy, in which he played the sarcas- 
tic and studly Peter Quill. Formerly best 
known as the lovably dim-witted Andy 
Dwyer on NBC’s Parks and Recreation, 
Pratt soon found himself presenting at 
the Oscars and attending the Super Bowl. 
“Thad one party I got invited to that was 
like an episode of The Twilight Zone,’ he 
says. “It was like every celebrity I’ve ever 
seen in my entire life. I thought it was 
going to be like Eyes Wide Shut and all of a 
sudden masks were gonna come out.” 
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You'd be hard-pressed to find anyone 
who doesn’t want to have him at a party 
these days. “You can’t fake what he has,” 
says pal Chris Evans, who costarred 
with Pratt and his wife, Anna Faris, in 
the 2011 rom-com What’s Your Number? 
“He’s a very genuine, very sincere, very 
humble person. And I think most people 
are clever enough to see through people 
who are putting that on. That’s just who 
he is. That’s what’s so damn likable about 
him.” Adds his Jurassic costar Howard, 
“Basically at this point I’m like, ‘Chris 
Pratt for president.” 


HIS CAREER MAY BE HEADED UPWARD, 
but he still has a terrible sense of direc- 
tion. We’re driving around Sherman 
Oaks, Calif., looking for a new barbecue 
spot he’d like to try, and he warns that he 
doesn’t know exactly where we’re going. 
Pratt’s car is a Ford F-150 Raptor (yes, 
really)—a car he’s wanted for years. Plus, 
it’s a pretty good representation of the 
man behind the wheel. In the backseat: a 
gun holster that he uses while training for 
an upcoming remake of The Magnificent 
Seven. In the front: a pack of Huggies 
wipes for Jack, his 2-year-old son. In 
person, Pratt’s just what you hope he’d 
be—equal parts tough and tender, the 
kind of guy who likes to go hunting on the 
weekends but who calls his wife on speak- 
erphone to tell her when he’s coming 
home and then checks to make sure she 
takes her cold medication. 

When we finally reach the BBQ joint, 
Boneyard Bistro, a couple of guys stop 
Pratt to take a picture with him. This has 
become fairly common, he says. (That 
and people challenging him to spontane- 
ous dance-offs.)

endearing and funny and warm and yet a total badass who could 
handle a gun and someone an animal would listen to as a voice of 
authority.” Pratt also got one very pivotal endorsement: “I felt that 
he was on the verge of stardom,” says World exec producer Steven 
Spielberg. “He is seriously funny and comedically dramatic.” 

And right now he’s seriously busy. Pratt’s toughest juggling 
act these days is his schedule: First up, he’ll be in Louisiana 
shooting Magnificent Seven, then he’lI film the sci-fi romance 
Passengers with Jennifer Lawrence later this year, followed by 
Guardians of the Galaxy 2 in London in 2016. (There are also 
rumors that Spielberg is eyeing him to reboot Indiana Jones, 
which Pratt won’t confirm or deny, but he says, “You don’t want 
to be the guy who f---s that up.”) 

All this work means he’ll be away from Jack and Faris for at 
least a year, something he obviously struggles with. But he’s trying 
to view it as an investment. He’s building a career that, down the 
road, will allow him to take longer breaks to be with his family. In 
his ideal future, he says, “I’m playing some Xbox with Jack and 
taking him to school every day.” 

He and Faris plan to stay in Los Angeles for as long as her 
CBS series, Mom, is on the air, but they may make a break for it 
when that ends. “I don’t want to raise Jack here,” he says during 
dinner. “Anna and I are both from Washington State. We both 
had pretty simple upbringings. I want to be able to say to Jack, 
‘See ya, buddy. Go outside. Come back later’ It’s important to me 


that our life becomes centered around 
our family and around him and not 
around ourselves, the way you have to be 
when you're an actor.”

You’re not supposed to go on the Internet 
when youre cast as a superhero. But after tak- 
ing on Johnny Storm in Fantastic Four—a 
character originally written with blond hair 
and blue eyes—I wanted to check the pulse 
out there. I didn’t want to be ignorant about 
what people were saying. Turns out this is 
what they were saying: “A black guy? I don’t 
like it. They must be doing it because Obama’s 
president” and “It’s not true to the comic.” Or even “They’ve destroyed it!” 

It used to bother me, but it doesn’t anymore. I can see everybody's perspec- 
tive, and I know I can’t ask the audience to forget 50 years of comic books. 
But the world is a little more diverse in 2015 than when the Fantastic Four 
comic first came out in 1961. Plus, if Stan Lee writes an email to my director 
saying, “You’re good. I’m okay with this,” who am I to go against that? 

Some people may look at my casting as political correctness or an 
attempt to meet a racial quota, or as part of the year of “Black Film.” Or 
they could look at it as a creative choice by the director, Josh Trank, who 
is in an interracial relationship himself—a reflection of what a modern 
family looks like today. 

This is a family movie about four friends—two of whom are myself and 
Kate Mara as my adopted sister—who are brought together by a series of 
unfortunate events to create unity and a team. That’s the message of the 
movie, if people can just allow themselves to see it.

People are always going to see each other in 
terms of race, but maybe in the future we won’t talk about it as much. 
Maybe, if I set an example, Hollywood will start considering more people 
of color in other prominent roles, and maybe we can reach the people 
who are stuck in the mindset that “it has to be true to the comic book.” 


Or maybe we have to reach past them. 


To the trolls on the Internet, I want to say: Get your head out of the 
computer. Go outside and walk around. Look at the people walking next 
to you. Look at your friends’ friends and who they’re interacting with. 
And just understand this is the world we live in. It’s okay to like it.

With a starring role in the latest John Green novel-turned-film, the Victoria’s 
Secret model and celebrity best friend is proving she’s more than a pretty face. 
By Tim Stack 


PRE TOWNS ‘You may not know her name, but chances are you’ve seen Cara 
JULY 24 Delevingne’s face. The 22-year-old London native has graced the 


pages of Vogue and shot campaigns for Chanel, Burberry, and 
DKNY. She’s equally ubiquitous in the Instagram accounts of 
Hollywood’s most famous females. Look, it’s Cara and Rihanna 
partying on New Year’s Eve in New York! Check out Cara mak- 
ing goofy faces with Taylor Swift at an awards show! See Cara 
celebrating her first American Thanksgiving with Kate Hudson! 
“When I meet people, it’s either a really f---ing bright spark or it 
won't go anywhere,” Delevingne says over green juice in SoHo. 
“T think that’s what happened with Kate—we literally met and 
we were like, ‘Oh my God! We need to hang out!’ She was like, 
‘Come over for Thanksgiving’” You may also know Delevingne 
from a video that blew up the Internet of Reese Witherspoon 
attempting to pronounce Delevingne’s name at last year’s Met 
Ball. “I got into a bit of trouble because it went so viral, but not 
from her—it was, like, people’s publicists,” she admits. “I was 
like, ‘I’m sorry. I thought it was amazing,” 

After this summer, it’s more likely that everyone will know how 
to pronounce Cara Delevingne’s name. (For the record, it’s Cah-ra 
Del-a-VEEN.) The model is starring in Paper Towns, based on the 
2008 novel by John Green (The Fault in Our Stars). Delevingne 
plays charismatic high schooler Margo Roth Spiegelman, who is

people seeing just how talented Cara is,” 
Green says. “She is just a firecracker!” 

With an invite to the Met Ball anda 
cameo in Swift’s “Bad Blood” video, it’s 
hard to imagine Delevingne being envi- 
ous of anyone else, but she says that she 
too fell under the spell of her Towns char- 
acter. “When I watched the movie, I was 
like, ‘I want to be that girl,” she admits. 
“She seems so cool and carefree.” Towns 
was shot in the fairly quiet city of Char- 
lotte, N.C., but Delevingne says that 
actually inspired more cast activities. 
“We were all staying in the same apart- 
ment building,” she reveals. “I was like a 
mom on set. I arranged trips. I found this 
place with waterslides. I just planned stu- 
pid things.” Delevingne developed a 
particular fondness for her costar Wolff. 
“He's f---ing lovely,” she says. “I wouldn’t 
have gotten the part without him. I think 
it was our chemistry that got us the part.” 

This may be the world’s first real 
opportunity to see her as a lead actress, 
but Delevingne has wanted to perform 
since she was growing up in the U.K., the 
child of property developer Charles and 
socialite Pandora and the goddaughter 
of Dynasty’s Joan Collins. Even as a little 
girl, “I liked to cause a reaction,” Dele- 
vingne says. “I just liked being different. 
My sisters were big girly girls, and I was 
like, ‘I wanna dress like a boy! I wanna be 
different. I wanna be naked.’ I was a very 
feral child.” She began modeling at the 
age of 17 and became a fixture on the 
fashion scene, now counting Karl Lager- 
feld as one of her pals. (The designer 
will occasionally text Delevingne photos 
of his cat.) “Fashion people are crazy, 
and I love them because I’m crazy,” she 
says. “And it’s a great-paying job. I was 
really scared it was going to hinder what 
I was going to do in the future, but actu- 
ally it’s kind of helped.” 
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As her fashion profile rose, Delevingne 
also developed a reputation in the British 
press for being somewhat of a party girl, 
a description that she both confirms and 
denies. “I wish I could go out more, but I 
work every day,” she says. “So it’s like when 
I get a chance to go out, I’m not going to 
not f-ing go out.” She balks at any kind of 
labels. Her Twitter bio states, “Stop label- 
ing! Start living.” That openness has led 
to her being linked in the media to every- 
one from Harry Styles to Michelle 
Rodriguez. Now there are reports she’s 
dating indie rocker St. Vincent. She won't 
comment on that but does say that she’s 
“super in love. Love is the best!” 

The actress is currently shooting the 
comic-book flick Suicide Squad, about a 
group of infamous villains drafted into 
service as black-ops spies. Will Smith 
stars as Deadshot and Jared Leto as the 
Joker; Delevingne plays the magical 
Enchantress. Beyond that she can’t say 
much. “I wish I could tell you about it 
all,” she concedes. “It’s f--ing insane. I’ve 
never been so excited to see a film, and 
I’m actually in it.” And she just signed on 
to a Luc Besson sci-fi movie with Dane 
DeHaan. As far as career paths go, 
Delevingne is aiming for the big leagues. 
“T wanna f---ing Meryl Streep it,” she 
says. “I don’t know if that’s possible. 
We'll see.” What if Streep’s career isn’t 
doable? “Angelina Jolie. You know? 
Ex-party girl. [Now] hardworking.” Well, 
as long as she doesn’t have to be the 
ex-party girl just yet. (Additional report-

IT’S BEEN FOUR YEARS since Taylor 
Kitsch ended his run as broody high 
school football player Tim Riggins on 
NBC’s Friday Night Lights. Following 
appearances in movies both successful 
(Lone Survivor, HBO’s The Normal Heart) 
and very much not (John Carter, Battle- 
ship), the actor heads back to serial TV to 
play war vet and motorcycle cop Paul 
Woodrugh, whose discovery of a crime 
scene triggers a massive investigation in 
the California-set second season of the 
HBO drama True Detective. Since his 
FNL character was a complicated indi- 
vidual (and the cops played by Matthew 
McConaughey and Woody Harrelson in 
season 1 of True Detective had more 
baggage than JFK Airport), would Kitsch 
say there are parallels between his latest 
role and the one that made him famous? 
“They’re both pretty f---ing tragic,” says 
the Canadian actor, 34, over the phone 
from his home in Austin. “Paul has more 
issues. He’s trying to do the right thing, 
but his past keeps hindering that. There 
were times I would walk away from a take 
and go, ‘Man, this is truly tragic?” 

Kitsch is one of four big names in the 
cast: Rachel McAdams and Colin Farrell 
play detectives Ani Bezzerides and Ray 
Velcoro, while Vince Vaughn portrays 
criminal/entrepreneur Frank Semyon. 
Season 1 was driven by the twisted rela- 
tionship between Harrelson’s womaniz- 
ing Marty Hart and McConaughey’s 
metaphysically inclined Rust Cohle. But 
Kitsch says Woodrugh spends less time 
with Bezzerides and Velcoro, and more 
on his own. “He’s kind of a loner,” says the 
actor. “Woodrugh has his own path 
through the case. All of these characters, 
they keep crossing, but everyone has so 


much going on besides [the case].” 
Kitsch’s reluctance to elaborate is 
no surprise given how tight-lipped 
True Detective creator and writer Nic 
Pizzolatto has been about the details 
of season 2. “Nic is very careful with it, 
and rightfully so,” Kitsch says. “But I 
think I want to be quiet about it as well, 
because we have something special.” 
One thing Kitsch is happy to discuss is 
how eager he was to join Team True 
Detective. “When a door was cracked 
open and Nic was willing to meet a couple 
of guys, I flew in from Austin and drove 
up to hang out,” he says. “I basically sat 
out a whole year, waiting to work on this 
one. I took that risk, keeping my schedule 
open. Obviously it was a smart choice.” 


But it still haunts him. Kitsch reveals 
that he’s finding it hard to shake off the 
role of Woodrugh, for which he lost 
around 20 pounds from his already slen- 
der frame, and that he’s in no hurry to get 
back on a set. “We've only been wrapped 
a couple of weeks, so I’m kind of kicking 
into reality now,” he says. “I’m not even 
clearheaded enough to read a script and 
be objective.” Sounds like Kitsch needs to 
take some long walks in the park. “Yeah,” 
he says. “Just stare into oblivion!” Rig- 
gins—and Rust Cohle—would approve.

It turns out a grizzly bear is not a dog. Which is something actor James 
Wolk was forced to accept while working on his new summer thriller, Zoo. 
“We had a grizzly on set,” says the 30-year-old actor. “This enormous bear 
totally reminded me of my dog. All I wanted was to just go cuddle with it.” 

Luckily he didn’t. Because it’s the animals, not the actors, who go mad 
on this sci-fi mystery based on James Patterson’s 2012 novel about an out- 
cast zoologist (Wolk) who’s trying to make sense of a series of vicious 
animal attacks. By the end of the season, Wolk’s character, Jackson Oz, will 
have survived assaults by bears, lions, and even some particularly aggres- 
sive horses, all while pining for investigator Chloe (Nora Arnezeder). 

“He also runs a gambling ring,” adds Wolk, who's no stranger to small- 
screen shadiness. The actor won hearts as a Texas con man on Fox’s 2010 
drama Lone Star, and later as the mysterious Bob Benson on Mad Men. 

And then there’s the elephant (sorry) in the room: Two seasons ago 
Wolk starred opposite Sarah Michelle Gellar and Robin Williams on the 
since-canceled CBS sitcom The Crazy Ones. “That was one of the best 
experiences of my life,” he says. “Just watching [Williams] play a scene 
funny and then at the drop of a dime bring heart to it.” 

On Zoo, however, survival instincts often trump actual acting: Day one 
of shooting with animals, some cast members were pitted against a pack 
of lions. “Having to show a certain amount of fear dealing with those lions,” 
Wolk says, “I can safely say I didn’t have to fake that.” —Mare Snetiker

himself captured during a military coup in 
Pakistan. “You've got Veep—comedy and pol- 
itics.

But you don't have anything with the 
special three-pronged attack—action, com- 
edy, and politics, all wrapped up in one.” Black 
took time to answer our questions, and of 
course it was anything but politics as usual. 


Your character on The Brink is a low-ranking 
officer who undergoes quite an ordeal. 
What was your favorite part to shoot? 
There's a scene where there's a big, giant 
protest happening in the streets of Pakistan 
and we're trying to blend in and keep from 
getting killed ourselves in the melee. We shot 
that all in downtown Los Angeles, which, 
amazingly, was easily transformed into the 
streets of Pakistan. We had a lot of fun sort 
of re-creating a crazy political revolution. 
You've described yourself as a “Holly- 
wood lefty.” What is the most righty 
belief you have? 

| have this weird secret desire to buy a gun, 
and | think it might be from this show 
because there's a scene where | get to use a 
gun. | can’t deny there was a slight turn-on 
there. George Bush, you win this round! 

If you were president, how would the 
country be different? 

Most of the things that I’m passionate about 
are social issues. Anytime | sense a little 
bigotry or a little homophobia, it makes me 
bristle, so right out of the gate I'd be trying to 
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make sure that everyone's rights were equal. 
That's a big one. Then you can deal with 
other issues, like we're running out of water 
in California and the world is getting hotter. 
Let's talk about your career. Which of 
your films are you most proud of? 

School of Rock is the movie where | captured 
my own essence best. That's my tombstone 
movie, the one | hope I’m remembered for. 

| also had a blast doing Nacho Libre. My 
mustache work and my accent work were 
impeccable.

Before David Duchovny revisits his role 
as a supernatural man of mystery, there's 
another case for him to crack: NBC's 
new drama Aquarius, on which he plays 
a homicide detective on the trail of 

cult leader Charles Manson in 1967 L.A. 
(Youd think two projects would be 
plenty, but not for Duchovny, who just 
eleased his first album, Hell or High- 
water, and a debut novel, Holy Cow.) 
Duchovny was drawn to writer John 
cNamara’s “really edgy, dark, yet also 
comedic” Aquarius script, which delves 
into the Manson era as a cultural turning 
point. “The story he wanted to tell was of 
merica, not Manson,” says Duchovny, 
54, who had to make minor tweaks to his 
detective repertoire for the time period. 
nthe 1960s, Duchovny says, cops held 
heir guns differently. “There wasn't that 
wo-handed stance that cops use now. It 
was a one-handed sideways stance” 

In a broadcast first, NBC will take a cue 
om Netflix and put all 13 episodes of 
Aquarius online for a limited time follow- 
ing the debut, a decision the actor sup- 
ports. “It shows that NBC understands 
he show, because it’s more like a cable 
show that lends itself to binge viewing,” 
he says. “If you just saw one hour youd 
go, ‘Well, that raised a lot of questions, 
but it didn’t give me any answers.” 

Lots of questions but no answers is 
also an apt description of the pitch for 
he new X-Files, which debuts in Janu- 
ary. The one thing we do know? The first 
page of the script made Duchovny cry. 
“It was strangely emotional to see the 
names,” the actor says. “We'd been 
planning it for along time. Now it’s the 
un part—we actually get to do it.” He 
will say that the six episodes (which 
eunite him with his former costar Gillian 
Anderson as they tackle new paranor- 
mal mysteries) will once again be a mix 
of stand-alone stories and an arcing 
mythology. He also revealed he’s up for 
a second round. “I would be open to 
doing another cycle,” he says. “We didn’t 
bring it back with the idea of ending it.” 
And how was that script beyond the first 
page? “| can tell you absolutely nothing,” 
he says, “and it’s fantastic.”

When | was on the road before, | never even 
warmed up. Now | need an hour of serious 
warming up. It's a physical workout and a vocal 
workout. It’s very high-maintenance. 

Do you sound different? 
| can do more things with my voice now. 
There will be a lot of character in the new 
songs. There are some things | could sing 
when | was younger that | probably couldn't 
sing now—unless | had a two-hour warm-up 
routine, which I'm not really willing to do. 
What are you going to miss most about 
your Vegas residency? 

Probably the horses. It was such a unique 
experience to be able to have them on 
stage. That's an element that was limited to 
the extravagance of Vegas. We wouldn't 

be able to cart a stage around solid enough 
to hold horses. 

What are you looking forward to when 
you hit the road? 

I'm going out into the audience! I've designed 
a special way for me to get into the crowd 
safely and make it all the way around. | love 
being close to the people. | would love to 

do the whole show in the audience. That 
would be my dream. It wouldn't be very fun 
for them. But | will get out there for a certain 
period of time and see people up close. 

Are there any artists you admire for 

their performing chops? Who do you try 
to live up to? 

Bruce Springsteen is a touring mentor. He 
works so hard. It is work! [But] the more you 
put in, the more you get out of it.

something. 

Every blockbuster is now a 
comic-book movie. So much 
of your work takes DC's and 
Marvel's superhero clichés 
and turns them upside down 
to talk about the guy behind 
the mask. Was there a secret 
war between your school of 
comics and theirs? 

We certainly felt that way... 
People use the term comic 
books generically, but they 
mean the side | didn’t want to be 
part of: the superheroes, the fan 
culture where people are con- 
gratulating themselves for being 
geeks and fanboys. | wanted 
comics to do what other media 
could do without being pigeon- 
holed as some genre thing. 
Growing up in Chicago, 

you watched a caricature 
artist at a fair, which 

inspired “Caricature.” 

You write that most people 
want caricatures to play 

up their flattering side, 

but you do the opposite. 


Well, | call it realism. You know 
when you see actors without 
makeup on? That's what | want 
my comics to look like, where 
they’re slightly sweaty and have 
enlarged pores and the hair's 
not quite right. | always find 

it weird when people make 
comics that look like the 
characters are wearing makeup. 
“Ghost World” is about a 
jaded hipster named Enid 
Coleslaw, whose name is an 
anagram for yours. The 
female voice rings true, even 
though it's written by a man. 
Would the story have worked 
if it were about a guy? 

| don't like young men that 
much, maybe because | was the 
worst of them all. [Laughs] All 
the women | knew at the time 
were much more mature, and 

| don't think that [Enid’s] con- 
tempt would’ve come through 
if it had been about a male char- 
acter. Part of that came from art 
school, where | was this very 
quiet guy hanging around in the 
background. When | met my 
wife, she had been an Enid type 
in high school. She had driven 
a hearse. So learning about her 
youth was really helpful. 

There was a shot on Breaking 
Bad where Walter looked 
exactly like a character you 
created named Wilson. 

was jolted by how much he 
ooked like him. | do know that 
Breaking Bad creator] Vince 
Gilligan reads comics. The 
character played by Michael 
cKean [on Better Call Saul] 

is based on [Robert Crumb'’s 
brother]. It’s mostly all flattering. 
‘ll just take it that way. 

After Sassy used your art 
without your consent, Enid 
took a swipe at the magazine 
in “Ghost World.” Were there 
other times when you used 
Eightball for revenge? 

One time this journalist inter- 
viewed me saying he was my 
big fan and then he wrote this 
hatchet piece about me. So | 
buried his name in the last Dan 
Pussey episode in a very unflat- 
ering way. I’m sure he doesn't 
even remember, but at the time 
heard he was super pissed 

off. Nothing ever made me feel 
better. It was all for revenge. 
Comics are great for that.

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My Journey to 
Tomorrowland 


EW critic Jeff Jensen has written about 
movies for more than a decade. Then, five 
years ago, he was invited to help write 
one himself—and found himself stepping 
into a brave new world. 
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T BEGAN WITH ASCOOP any film journalist would 
love to break. Dec. 17, 2010. Damon Lindelof, a cre- 
ator of Lost, asked me to lunch to discuss a secret 
movie he was developing for Disney. It would be an 
original sci-fi adventure for a family audience. It 
had a code name, “1952,” the year Walt Disney Imagineering 
launched, but its real title was a word that summed up 
Disney’s futuristic worldview: Tomorrowland. 

But the juiciest part of the scoop was this: Damon wanted 
me to help him write it. He knew of my passion for sci-fi from 
my hyperlink-y, theory-heavy Lost recaps. He wanted that 
same research-steeped creative thinking applied to Tomorrow- 
land. He thought I could help build a rich, deep world and shape 
a sci-fi story about sci-fi stories, especially the ones that

influence and inform our attitudes and per- 
spectives about the future. He thought I could 
be a screenwriter. After all, I wrote about 
making movies for a living. Surely I knew 
something about it. Right? Gulp. 

For the first year of our collaboration we 
kicked around several approaches, but we were 
always guided by Walt’s original plan for Epcot: 
an actual “experimental prototype community of 
tomorrow,” an ever-evolving laboratory to 
develop ideas that would improve the world. We 
wondered: What if Walt really had built such a 
place? What if it still existed? What if someone 
went on ajourney to find it? Eventually, the beats 
of ascript began to fill a bulletin board on colored 
index cards. A yellow card was given to one of the 
first images we brainstormed: Our heroine, 
Casey (Britt Robertson), mysteriously trans- 
ported to Tomorrowland, would land in a field of 
wheat. Blue cards were assigned to Frank Walker 
(George Clooney), a fallen, disillusioned dreamer. 

Damon and I had Brad Bird on the brain to 
direct from day one. When I imagined the feel of 
Tomorrowland, I pictured the end of The Iron 
Giant, the scattered parts of that great big beau- 
tiful robot reassembling itself anew. But it would 
be J.J. Abrams’ Bad Robot that brought Brad on 
board. In 2011 Damon did some work for Brad 
and J.J. on Mission: Impossible—Ghost Protocol. 
He started talking up Tomorrowland to Brad, 
who was keenly interested. Brad began his ani- 
mation career at Disney and had a passion for 
Disney futurism. In January 2012 we pitched him 
our story. Within weeks I was working for the 
guy who made The Incredibles. Incredible. 

Brad arrived at a crucial time. Our first draft 
had too much plot, too much mythology, too 
much muchness. Making the film “work” 
required skills, experience, and talent I didn’t 
and may never have. Brad worked closely with 
Damon to find solutions and to improve every 
element from beginning to end. I thought my 
time on Tomorrowland was over, but Brad and 
Damon wanted me to stay and help as much as 
I could, however I could. 

One of my favorite memories was a writers’ 
retreat at Lucasfilm’s Skywalker Ranch. Here, 
many ideas were tested and discarded. One that 
stuck: a fight sequence set inside a comic-book 
store involving a weapon that froze time. It 
would be an intricate action ballet full of char- 
acter, comedy, and real peril. Listening to Brad 
talk through and act out how he’d direct it was 
thrilling. I was watching Tomorrowland become 
a Brad Bird film right before my eyes.

While Brad was finishing the script with 
Damon, he was also working with a team of 
artists to imagine what our city of the future 
could look like. I remember seeing their work 
for the first time. I was supposed to give notes, 
but I was struck speechless. Damon recognized 
the look. “S--- just got real, didn’t it?” he said. 

I continued contributing to Tomorrowland, 
from marketing programs to “expanded-world 
storytelling,” including some faux commercials 
for our Blast From the Past store with Keegan- 
Michael Key and Kathryn Hahn. [ also co-wrote 
anovel, Before Tomorrowland, a distant prequel 
to the film filled with the mythology of the 
secret society responsible for building our city 
of the future. We shot in Vancouver, Florida, 
Spain, the Bahamas, and Disneyland, and it was 
always exciting to visit the set and see the stuff 
we'd dreamed up become...well, stuff—be it 
Frank’s farmhouse or the Spectacle, our antique 
rocket ship. Still, I was an infrequent presence 
during production due to my desire to be at 
home with my wife, who was fighting brain 
cancer. She passed away last June, without ever 
having seen a moment of the movie. 

The Tomorrowland experience was exhilarat- 
ing and surreal. It was also an illuminating 
confrontation with my limits. But it has given my 
family something so valuable: a story, one that 
encourages us and challenges us to live optimisti- 
cally amid uncertainty, fear, hurt, and anger. ’'m 
fiercely proud of the movie and grateful for every- 
one who made it. Now it belongs to you. For the 
last time, s---’s about to get real. I hope you like 
it. But if you don’t, you can tell me. I can take it.

CHRISTENED THE “Me Decade,” the 1970s were 
defined by individual quests for enlightenment 
and spiritual fulfillment. Some seekers threw 
their lot in with the Hare Krishnas, some tried to 
unleash their human potential with Werner 
Erhard’s marathon est seminars, and some, like 
skydiver Carl Boenish, brought an almost 
evangelical fervor to the limit-pushing allure of 
outdoor adventure. Not only was Boenish a man 
of his moment, he was also light-years ahead 
of it, anticipating the explosion in the kinds of 
authority-defying extreme sports that are now 
firmly embedded in the mainstream. Marah 
Strauch’s gripping documentary about Boenish’s 
life on land and in the air shows how this sunny 
optimist ditched a career as an electrical 
engineer at Hughes Aircraft to follow his love of 
skydiving full-time. Soon his feats would grow 
more and more outrageous and dangerous, as he 
graduated from parachuting out of airplanes to 
illegally jumping from Yosemite's El Capitan and 
downtown L.A. skyscrapers as one of the 
daredevil originators of the BASE-jumping 
movement. He was like Evel Knievel with a 
blissed-out smile and a rip cord...until he pushed 
too far. Interviews with Boenish’s wife, Jean, give 
his life story perspective and heart, especially in 
the film’s tragic finale. But elsewhere, Strauch 
tries too hard to turn her documentary into 
something it’s not, using Man on Wire-style caper 
reenactments to spice up a story that doesn’t 
require an ounce of extra seasoning. B+ |}

SOMETIMES BEING a low-key storyteller gets mistaken for having a lack of 
ambition or polish. At least that’s what happened to writer-director 
Andrew Bujalski, who early on in his career was dismissively filed under 
the mumblecore branch of independent film. What he’s really been going 
after all these years, though, is realism—the stammering and sometimes 
awkward way real people communicate in real life. Sometimes his messy, 
matte-finish approach comes off brilliantly (2013’s Computer Chess), some- 
times less so. His new crossed-signal comedy, Results, falls into the second 
category. Kevin Corrigan plays Danny, a recently divorced, out-of-shape 
stoner who’s just inherited a ton of money and decides to start fresh by 
joining an Austin gym, where he meets Guy Pearce’s irrepressively positive 
owner Trevor and Colbie Smulders’ irresistibly negative trainer Kat. 
While all three actors are fine, their characters can’t help getting in each 
other’s and their own ways to the point that you just want to shake them by 
their sweaty deltoids. Even by Bujalski’s shaggy standards, Results never 
adds up to much. Instead it just sort of sputters out and settles for a pre- 
dictable rom-com ending. Conventional doesn’t suit him. B- £1 V

T’S THE SUMMER OF LOVE, and a madman is 
roaming the Hollywood Hills like a rabid coyote 
hunting for prey. No, silly, not Don Draper. We’re 
talking about Charles Manson, the cult leader 
whose grisly murders with the so-called Manson 
family stunned the nation. On Aquarius, NBC’s latest stab at 
bleak-chic prestige TV, Manson isn’t yet the Darth Vader of 
home-invading psychos, though the dark side runs strong 
in him: Here in 1967, Prequel Chuck (Gethin Anthony) is an 
ex-con and budding rock star with a growing, mostly female 
following hypnotized by his radical counterculture patter. 
Gazing upon a serpentine traffic jam, the wannabe Lizard 
King says, “The snake eats the world. We eat the snake.” He 
talks the trippy talk, but how does he plan to walk his revolu- 
tionary walk? With music? Mayhem? Actual snake-eating? 
History has spoiled the answer; Aquarius tries to make the

context entertaining. The show has the scope and 
scuzz of a sprawling James Ellroy pulp narrative: 
Showrunner John McNamara (Jn Plain Sight) 
uses Manson as a stalking horse for a slow- 
moving saga that winds through an underworld 
L.A., a microcosm of helter-skelter America, 
losing its mind, character, and moral authority 
from Vietnam, social unrest, and generational 
conflict. Our hero, Sam Hodiak, played by The 
X-Files’ David Duchovny, is the anti-Mulder: He’s 
the establishment incarnate, a hard-ass cop who 
doesn’t care much for those damn long-haired 
hippies and their damn rock music. Naturally, his 
new partner Brian Shafe (Grey Damon, late of 
Star-Crossed and Friday Night Lights) is one such 
shaggy rebel. He's got an African-American wife 
who's less of a character and more of a badge to 
identify Brian as an enlightened white male. He’s 
outraged when his fellow cops get rough with 
some protesters—a rare moment in which 
Aquarius resonates with the now. 

Together Hodiak and Shafe search for Emma 
(Emma Dumont), the daughter of an attorney 
who works for Ronald Reagan’s gubernatorial 
campaign. Manson has seduced Emma into his 
freaky fold, but his real target is Dad, with whom 
he has a complex relationship. None of this is as 
compelling as it could be. Beyond the rockin’ 
soundtrack, the flat storytelling has no pop. 
Bingeing on all 18 eps—available online after the 
broadcast premiere—might not help: I watched 
four in one day and felt no satisfying traction. 
Duchovny seems miscast as the square. He loos- 
ens up the part with flashes of wry, quirky humor, 
but the bad-fit feel never fades. And Manson is 
shockingly bland despite his noxious, rapacious, 
nihilistic behavior. Anthony fails to suggest genu- 
ine depth or menace. When a stoned Manson 
looks to camera and bellows, “That acid kicking 
in yet?!” I bellowed back, “Tell me about it!” 

For a truly trippy and potent portrait of a 
dangerous mind, watch the show after Aquarius. 
Now in its third season, Hannibal remains the 
most engrossing (and gross) serial-killer drama 
on television, and the most beautiful. Here, the 
acid never stops kicking in. The premiere’s open- 
ing sequence follows the titular cannibal as he 
drives through Paris at night on a motorbike, 
stalking a professor of Italian literature for two 
reasons: a new career and dinner. The sumptuous 
cinematography, the abstract imagery, the fluid 
editing, the jazzy-industrial score, and the deeply 
felt minimalism of Mads Mikkelsen’s performance 
work together to create an effect so rich, it’s like 
mainlining créme brilée with your eyes.

For those wishing Hannibal would dial down 
the pretentious inscrutability: See the last 
paragraph. If anything, showrunner Bryan 
Fuller and his writers and directors have 
pushed the aphoristic scripting (“All sorrows 
can be worn if turned into story”) and dream- 
logic storytelling to the max. The new season 
abandons the grotesque-of-the-week structure 
for a surreal globe-trot exploring Hannibal’s 
life in Italy and tracking soul-mate foil Will 
Graham’s (Hugh Dancy) patient, elliptical 
pursuit of the devil he loves to love-hate. 

The premiere is a nonlinear meditation on 
intimacy and betrayal focusing on the twisted 
pseudo-marriage between Hannibal and 
his shrink/thrall/captive, Bedelia Du Maurier 
(Gillian Anderson). The second episode begins 
to reveal who besides Will survived last sea- 
son’s bloodbath finale, in a story about grief 
and forgiveness that blurs fantasy and reality. 
The season’s design takes shape in episode 3, 
as the accumulating murk coheres around a 
key line: “Who among us doesn’t want under- 
standing and acceptance?” 

Hannibal has always been about recognizing 
our fascination with abomination, be it real-life 
monsters like Manson or fictional ones like 
Hannibal himself. But you get the sense that 
Will Graham & Co.—scarred by that fixation 
yet illuminated by more self-awareness—are 
ready to end their romance with evil. ’'m ready 
for it. Are you? May Hannibal serve the final, 
defining dish of this protracted antihero 
moment, and in high, uncompromising style.

Is This American Ninja Warrior's 
Hardest Obstacle Yet? 


It’s called the Hourglass Drop, and it’s going to bring contestants to their knees (and butts) 
when NBC’s grueling competition series returns on May 25 at 8 p.m. —JAMES HIBBERD 


TV'S TOUGHEST COMPETITION series is 
about to get even more impossible: 
NBC's cult hit American Ninja Warrior— 
the only U.S. reality show that nobody 
has ever actually won—is set to intro- 
duce 23 obstacles for its legion of 
fitness-obsessed competitors to 
tackle, making the rest of us feel totally 
out of shape. We got a sneak peek at 
season 7's most brutal new challenges, 
and the pinnacle of insanity has to 
be the Venice Beach, Calif., course's 
Hourglass Drop, which combines 
two Ninja Warrior mainstays into 
one ridiculous construct. (See the 
illustration at right for how it works.) 
“It’s sick, it’s crazy,’ says exec pro- 
ducer Kent Weed. “I would say the 
majority of our runners we lost on that 
one obstacle.” Other fresh challenges 
include Bungee Road (“The bungees 
stretch while you're holding them 
and the threads pop and break off”), 
the Swinging Spikes (“We learned 
nunchaku-like spikes are really difficult 
to grip”), and the Walking Bar (“You're 
jumping a bar from shelf to shelf with 
alternating distances”). Explains Weed, 
“We have to keep challenging ourselves 
to do more innovative challenges 
because the competitors keep getting 
better.” Somehow we think NBC's 
prize money is safe again this year.

They bridged the past and present quite 
literally: A long runway connected the primary 
stage to a smaller platform on the opposite end 
of the floor, with a giant two-way screen that 
housed its own catwalk running parallel above it. 

The screen provided the bulk of the visual 
twists throughout the night. It began sweetly, 
with Bono singing to footage of his mother 
during “Tris (Hold Me Close)” and wandering 
through an animated version of the street where 
he grew up for “Cedarwood Road.” Eventually 
the tone turned from nostalgic to political, as 
the band used the perpetual unrest in Northern 
Ireland as a backdrop for a handful of songs, 
notably a stripped-down version of “Sunday 
Bloody Sunday” and a savage run through the 
Innocence gem “Raised by Wolves.” 

All told, there were seven selections from the 
new album. And U2 performed them as if they 
were already established hits—their confidence 
in the newer material growing as the night wore 
on. Opener “The Miracle (of Joey Ramone)” was 
mildly clunky, but both “Song for Someone” and 
“Every Breaking Wave” chimed with the magis- 
terial luminescence of their most enduring 
songs. Still, those tunes didn’t quite get the sing- 
along responses their fan favorites “Mysterious 
Ways,” “With or Without You,” and “Beautiful 
Day” did. While those songs remain incredible 
constructions, they offer few opportunities for 
surprise. So when deeper cuts like “Out of 
Control” (from their first EP), Achtung Baby’s 
“Until the End of the World,” and the B side- 
turned-single “Sweetest Thing” showed up, they 
felt sly and playful—a nod to the band that started 
out playing cold garages and dingy Irish clubs. 

And that’s the irony of Innocence + Experi- 
ence: For all the references to the band’s past, 
the most electric moments came when Bono let 
his rock-star exterior fall away, revealing an 
excitable kid beneath. During “Mysterious 
Ways,” he playfully danced with The Edge. Later, 
he played the harmonica riff from the Beatles’ 
“Love Me Do” just to see if he could. At one point, 
he told the crowd of the group’s over-the-top live 
production, “I know we don’t need any of this 
s---.” Those little bits of joyful humanity proved 
that Bono, in fine form after his 2014 bike acci- 
dent, had learned at least one lesson from U2’s 
iTunes debacle: Even with endless technology at 
your fingertips and the world at your feet, some- 
times all you need is a wink and a smile. A=

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HE SPANISH ISLAND OF Majorca sounds like para- 

dise: a dreamy seaside idyll of sunbaked villas, dusky 

olive groves, and bougainvillea-scented breezes set 

deep in the languid Mediterranean. But there is 

trouble even in paradise, of course—the kind that 
smart, sexy summer lit is invariably made of. 

The Rocks opens with a disastrous run-in between Lulu and 
Gerald, two octogenarian British expats who have somehow 
largely managed to avoid each other since the dissolution of 
their brief, mysterious marriage some 60 years before. Why is 
Lulu, the beautiful ivory-haired owner of beloved local inn Villa 
los Roques (“The Rocks” of the title), still so furious, and what 
is Gerald so desperate to set right with her? 

Those questions won't be answered until the final pages of 
Peter Nichols’ richly imagined family saga, whose chapters 
unfold in reverse, like an intricately fit series of narrative nest- 
ing dolls. As the book works backward from 2005 to 1948, the 
estranged duo’s parallel stories begin to fill in: Lulu long ago left 
her second husband, with whom she has a son named Luc, for 
the boho social whirl of the inn and a series of libertine love 
affairs. Widower Gerald, settled a few rutted roads away but a 
world apart, keeps much quieter company, doting on his 
daughter Aegina and grandson Charlie and getting by on mod- 
est publishing royalties and the small-press olive oil he bottles. 
But Luc and Aegina, it turns out, have their own tangled 
history—one that has nothing to do with their parents’ 
decades-long animus, even though it’s curdled to the point 
where they’ve become strangers too. Their relationship is the 
one that ultimately forms the heart of the novel, winding from 
modern-day London through Parisian arrondissements and 
the souks of 70s Morocco all the way back to the Majorcan surf 
they splashed in together as toddlers.

WHILE BROWSING Amazov’s best- 
seller list, you might have noticed some- 
thing out of the ordinary: Seven of the 
books in the top 20 are coloring books.

Billed as stress-relief tools, they’re 
gorgeous and sophisticated—you’ll find 
intricate gardens, labyrinthine city- 
scapes, mandalas, and patterned 
woodland critters. 

That the books are selling so briskly 
does not surprise art therapist Linda 
Turner, who finds that “adults feel like 
they don’t have permission to be cre- 
ative.”
